Narrow ribbons are sewed together 
to form wide girdles and ribbons or 
moderate width are bordered with 
black velvet ribbon, from an inch to 
two Inches wide.

Sometimes narrow shaded 
or flowered ribbons are joined by 
means of narrow velvet ribbons, a 
half inch in width.
